Edna  Amelia  Lett  was  born  on  January  14,  1920,  in  Battle  Creek,  Michigan  to  Benjamin  Harrison         jm 
Lett  and  Jesse  Proctor  Lett.    She  was  the  sixth  of  twelve  children  born  to  the  couple.    Edna  was         Jb 
educated  in  the  public  school  system  of  Battle  Creek  and  graduated  from  Battle  Creek  Central  High 
School  in  1938. 

Edna  then  attended  the  Emmanuel  Missionary  College  in  Berrien  Springs,  Michigan  where  she 
graduated  with  a  triple  major  in  English,  French  and  Home  Economics.  Upon  graduation,  Edna 
secured  a  position  with  the  Detroit  City  School  System.  However,  the  President  of  Oakwood 
College,  President  James  L.  Moran,  met  with  Edna  and  her  father  and  she  was  offered  an 
opportunity  to  teach  at  Oakwood.  Edna  was  a  tireless  and  multi-talented  teacher  serving  as  an 
instructor  in  the  areas  of  English,  French  and  Home  Economics.  She  taught  in  Oakwood  Academy 
from  8:00  a.m.  to  noon  and  the  College  from  2:00  p.m.  to  5:00  p.m.  When  Edna  looked  back,  she 
was  amused  that  at  the  time  she  did  not  realize  that  she  was  actually  working  two  jobs. 

Oakwood  was  also  a  central  factor  in  Edna's  marriage  because  this  is  where  she  met  the  love  of  her 
life,  Lester  Williamson,  now  deceased. 

After  marriage,  they  relocated  to  New  York  City  as  Edna  began  her  long  career  in  the  New  York 
City  Public  School  System  where  she  served  as  a  teacher  and  then  as  an  Assistant  Principal  of 
Junior  High  45  located  in  East  Harlem.  During  that  time  she  also  obtained  her  Master's  Degree 
from  Hunter  College. 

After  serving  more  then  30  years  in  the  public  school  system  she  retired  and  became  Principal  of 
Northeastern  Academy.  During  her  tenure,  she  led  the  school  to  its  largest  enrollment. 

In  1982.  Edna  retired  from  employment,  but  definitely  not  from  service  to  humanity,  nor  from 
doing  God's  work. 

During  her  lifetime,  Edna  was  active  in  the  Civil  Rights  Movement,  including  membership  in  the 
NAACP,  the  National  council  of  Negro  Women  and  the  UNCF/College  Fund.  She  also  served  on 
the  Surrey  Co-op  Board  of  Directors.  Her  dedication  ad  commitment  to  her  people,  the  community 
and  education  were  widely  recognized.  In  fact,  she  was  honored  on  many  occasions  receiving  more 
than  30  national  and  community  awards. 

Edna's  love  for  Oakwood  College  led  her  to  serve  in  various  leadership  capacities.  She  was 
Second  Vice  President  of  the  Greater  Inter-Alumni  council  of  the  College  Fund,  President  of  the  A. 
Samuel  Rashford  Chapter  of  the  Oakwood  College  Alumni  Association,  an  officer  of  the  Oakwood 
College  Alumni  Association  and  served  for  over  a  decade  on  the  Oakwood  College  Board  of 
Trustees.

God  has  been  good:  1917  saw  a  name  change  to  Oakwood  Junior  College  with  offerings  in 
academic  courses  for  credit  and  its  first  Black  president  in  1943. 

God  has  been  good:  In  1958  as  Oakwood  College,  the  institution  achieved  full  accreditation  and 
continued  increased  growth  in  enrollment. 

God  has  been  good:  Now  fifty  years  later  at  a  pivotal  point  in  its  history,  the  name  was  changed 
to  Oakwood  University  as  of  January  1.  2008.  Under  this  new  mantle  the  institution  began  its 
first  Graduate  Program  while  realizing  marked  academic,  technical,  and  spiritual  education 
offerings.

Don  Wood  started  his  professional  career  in  1982 
when  he  and  Lynette  established  Ultimate  Service,  a 
graphic  design  and  consulting  business  that  later 
expanded  into  an  offset  printing  company.  The 
InkSpot.  In  1986,  Don  accepted  a  position  as 
director  of  publications  for  Oakwood.  A  year  later, 
he  was  promoted  to  manager  of  Oakwood 
Graphixx — a  post  he  held  until  1995  when  he 
decided  to  pursue  graduate  studies  at  Indiana 
University.  After  completing  his  master's  degree  in 
journalism,  Don  moved  back  to  the  Washington, 
D.C.  area  in  2000.  He  taught  at  Howard  University 
and  ultimately  started  Wood  Communications,  a 
communication  consulting  company.  In  2004,  Don 


joined  the  faculty  at  Virginia  Tech.  Then  in  2007  he 
accepted  the  call  to  serve  as  Communication  Di- 
rector for  the  Potomac  Conference  of  Seventh-day 
Adventists. 

Dr.  Lynette  Wood  was  the  first  African-American 
woman  to  earn  a  Ph.D.  in  accounting  from  Indiana 
University  (2003).  Her  M.S.  in  management  is  from 
The  University  of  Alabama  in  Huntsville  where  she 
was  selected  as  the  Outstanding  Graduate  Student  of 
the  College  of  Administrative  Science  (1995).  In 
1993,  she  graduated  as  senior  class  president  siimma 
cum  laude  from  Oakwood  with  a  B.S.  in  accounting. 
She  sat  for  the  CPA  exam  at  the  end  of  her  under- 
graduate program  and  passed  all  parts  on  the  first 
attempt.  While  in  her  senior  year  at  Oakwood,  she 
raised  $18,000  for  the  United  Negro  College  Fund. 

From  2000-2004,  Lynette  taught  at  Howard 
University.  Since  2004,  she  has  been  an  assistant 
professor  of  accounting  at  Virginia  Tech  and  has 
been  instrumental  in  starting  a  student  chapter  of  the 
National  Association  of  Black  Accountants  (NABA) 
at  the  university. 

Donald  Wood,  Jr.  (Woody)  first  visited  Oakwood  as 
a  newborn  on  the  way  home  from  Huntsville 
Hospital.  A  few  years  later  (in  2000,  to  be  exact),  he 
enrolled  at  Oakwood  as  a  management  major.  Since 
then,  he  moved  to  the  Washington  metropolitan  area 
and  has  held  a  number  of  positions  in  business. 
Currently,  he  is  employed  as  an  accounting  clerk  for 
a  CPA  firm  and  is  on  assignment 
at  Howard  University.  He  has  one 
son  (Jaden). 


Summer  Wood  is  a  2006  summa 
cum  laude  management  graduate 
of  Oakwood.  During  her  junior 
year,  Summer  raised  $10,000  for 
the  United  Negro  College  Fund,  and  she  continued 
her  service  to  her  alma  mater  after  graduation  by 
accepting  the  appointment  as  the  2006-2007  young 
alumni  representative  on  the  college's  board  of 
trustees.  She  was  accepted  into  Teach  for  America's 
prestigious  teaching  corps,  and  currently  teaches 
third  grade  in  the  Baltimore  City  Public  School 
System.  In  May,  Summer  will  complete  her  master's 
of  teaching  degree  at  Johns  Hopkins  University.  She 
is  a  ministry  leader  at  the  Emmanuel-Brinklow 
Seventh-day  Adventist  Church.

Most  of  Alecia's  career  has  been  in 
telecommunications  working  at  Telcordia.  She  is 
most  proud  of  her  work  on  Verizon's  DSL  project 
and  the  migration  of  data  systems  between  Bell 
Atlantic  and  NYNEX  when  they  became  Verizon.

Little  did  she  know  when  nine-years  of  age,  thai  she  would  champion  the  campaign  against  Woman-on- 
Woman  Abuse?  Yet  at  the  age  of  nine,  she  stood  there,  chatting  with  a  paraprofessional.  hesitating  to  exit 
the  school's  double  doors,  stalling  as  she  awaited  the  safe  haven  of  her  mother's  presence.  Though  not 
known  then,  subtleties  she  noted  as  her  eyes  met  a  few  other  girls'  eyes  were  the  beginning  of  her  under- 
standing of  the  hidden  subculture  of  covert  behaviors  between  females.  Her  mother,  all  too  familiar  with 
the  morning  preludes  of  "Momma  can  you  pick  me  up  from  school  today?"  understood  that  another  threat 
must  have  been  issued  the  day  before. 

Little  did  youthful  Deborah  Johnson  know  that  abusive  behaviors  betw^een  females,  whether  physical  ver- 
bal, or  emotional  would  become  a  central  theme  in  her  life,  nor  that  she  would  later  conduct  a  study  that 
would  quantitatively  demonstrate  that  abuse  between  women  was  then,  and  continues  to  be,  frightfully 
real  today. 

Years  later,  in  January  2(}()8— after  her  twelve-stale  study:  The  Phenomenon  of  Woman-on-Woman-Ahuse 
and  Its  Relationship  to  (tender  Profiles  and  the  Personal  Experiences  of  Women  was  del  ended  and  de- 
scribed as  exemplary  by  faculty  in  the  Andrews  IJniversil)'  Leadership  Department  and  after  several 
workshops  to  church  groups-she  stood  before  the  women  of  Wade  Hall  at  Oakwood  University  engaging 
them  in  serious  conversation  during  her  presentation:  A  Short  Course  on  Abuse:  Flyin<^  Under  the  Radar. 

During  this  multi-media  presentation,  candid  discussions  of  many  forms  of  abuse  serve  as  an  appetizer  for 

the  real  topic:  Abuse  Among  Women.  Shortly  after  the  opening.  Dr.  Johnson- 
Spence  discusses  the  Biblical  event  of  Women  in  Conflict  as  postulated  by  the 
apostle  Paul  in  Philippians  4  and  gives  her  own  personally  painful  testimonies 
as  both  witness  lo  and  recipient  of  female-lo-female  abuse.  Abuse  experienced 
invoK-ed  working  with  a  16~year-old  female  after  a  nine-month  comatose  state 
precipitated  b}'  the  beating  of  a  pack  of  other  females,  rescuing  another  female 
from  a  brutal  attack,  numerous  observations,  and  testimonies  from  women 
who  ha\'e  experienced  abuse  from  other  females  in  church,  business,  hospital 
famii}-.  and  school  settings,  along  with  learning  to  perpetrate  abuse  herself
